theſe kynde ol reuerent ſpeeches neede not to 
bee ſo curioully bſed, by the inferiour , to one 
mutche his better, when they bee once very fa- 
milter : yet they become the ſpeaker ſo weil, as 
if they bee vſed with a good audacitie and fami⸗ 
lier countenantce, a man may ble themto his in-

inkeriour ſtil beware of vſinge himlelte rudely, 
ſawcely oꝛ careleſly, eſpecially in thepzeſence of 
others. Foz though many to aſſure their infe- 
riour of their goodwil,ſeeme to baniſh all curio⸗ 
ſity : yet lutch an one ſhalbe beſt eſteemed , and 
longeſt hold freindſhip with his better, þ in all 
their greateſt familiarify can make it appeare 
to others that hee doth not tozget,that he play- 
etho: ieſteth vorth his fupertour , Which a man 
may very well doe and yet holde company in all 
manner of ſpoꝛtes, teſtes , and paſtimes : then 
mutch moꝛe hee that is a ſtraunger muſt haue 
the mote regarde. And as it is good manner fox 
a man in his owne houſe, oꝛ his freindes , if hee 
bee the beſt in the company, to offer intertayn⸗ 
inthe houl of hs better, though there re no 
E er, ere no 
better then Himſelfe in the plate, hee may not 
pꝛeſume to beginne intertainment: but it is his 
part to bee ready, and nexte the Nobleman in 
light, agaynſt it pleaſeth him to ble him, till hee 
ſeeth hun accompanied with ſome others, oz 
call ſome other to him: and if it bee but open 
talke deuiſed to palle awaye the time, then to 
helpe le n the ſame at his diſcretion: other 
wyle to finde ſome falke with others, and ra⸗ 
ther to ſtande oz ſit, with a ſteddy and a 
countenaunce, as though hee were ge. 
ſome matter ot waight, oꝛ harkening to others 7 
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talke if it bee not ſecret: then fo accompany him 
ſelfe with ſutch as bee vnwooꝛthy of his com⸗ 
pany: and ſutch count J ſeruing inen, and foo⸗ 
liſh doltiſh perſons though they be his betters, 


But when a inan ſhall ſit ſtill and ſay nothing, 


hee muſt bee ſure to haue an allured counte- 
naunce,not — any thinge in his mouth, 
oꝛ playing with his legges, toes o2 fingers, and 
to haue alwaies an eare and an eye about him, 
to here what is ſayde, and to bee reddy it anye 
part of an others talbe, eyther by woꝛd oꝛ looke 
bee addꝛeſſed to him, that hee may reteyue the 
occaſion , and winne in the talke : and though 
no ſuch cauſe bee olfred yet it is a better grace

oꝛ defende then ſelues, 

The ſeconde ſoꝛte that may not be mocked oꝛ 
2 ſcoffed at, bee aged perſons, and ſutch as ve de⸗ 
founed, foꝛ want either of bewtie, fauour, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther blemiſhes in their hape, ſtature oꝛ lummes: 
becauſe none of theſe thinges bee faults of their 
ovone makyng, neither lieth if in their power to 
amende them. So as wee ought rather to —

Of theſe a 
man may talke his pleaſure , as well of them, 
as with them, without any diſgrace fo himſelt: 
Pꝛouided that if any quarell riſe thereby, hee be 
as readie of courage to mayntayne it with his 
hand, as of ſpeeche to vtter it with his tongue. 

Alſo a man may teſt with his very famillier 
freinde , if hee finde him of diſpoſicion willynge 
to beare it, and of wit ſufficient to anſwer it. 
Ind it ſkilles not what hee lay to his charge, 
though it bee diſhoneſtie : pzowded that it bee 
not true that is imputed to him, oꝛ if it bee true

J would not aduiſe any man fo teſt mutche 
with his inferiours,vnlelle they veeſutch as he 
knoweth,both can and will vſe a reſtraint of o- 
uer malepartnes. Fo: it a genfilinan ſhould bee 
ſaucely ved by ieſt, by His inkeriour, hee cannot 
eſcape diſgrace , whether hee beare with it, oꝛ 
quarell foꝛ it: but bearyng it is beſt, and to ſhut 
it vp rather with a pleaſant,nip , then any way 
to ſeeme angry, ik the myꝛth bee of his owne be- 
ginnyng. | |
